NERA 


CbLLISION ON. BANGKOK RAILWAY. 


- The Siam Obsercer, of 5th inst, saysi—-We 
regret to hava to record a serious accident on 
the Royal State Railways, by: which two uo- 
fortunate persons lost their lives and’ several 
were injured, one of whom is not expected_to 
recover, It seems that’ between 7.1§ and 
“7.30 o'clock last evening, the usual heavy 
goods train from Ban Phaji to ‘Bangkok: was 
coming at a good speed between. Chien- 
grak Noi and Chiengrak,:-At kilometro 43.7, 
:from Bangkok there is ‘a ‘slight ‘curve in 
the line and while rounding’ this the train 
dashed into.a large ‘wild elephant which was 
straying on the line,-“The train, being an’ 
exceptionally heayy one, was drawn by two 
engines, iocharge of Messrs. Ferdinands and 
Lawrence, acd consisted of aguard's van, which 
was pextto the second engine, and 26 loaded 
goods trucks, It wasa very datk night, and 
nolhing’ whatever was seen of the elephant 
until the ‘mischief was dome, ‘The train was 
travelling at the usual speed, the last’ dows 
passenger train having gone on ‘some two 
hours before, BT : 

. The force of the impact was terrific, The 
first sngioe mounted on the top of the elephant 
and.crushed it‘and then plunged over the. em- 
bankment Into the borrow-pit about. 24 metres 
feom,the side of the line, while the second. was 
capsized and fell across the ling. ‘The break- 
‘van was smashed into a shapeléss mass’ and 13 
of the’ wagoos behind “it. were derailed, six of 
them being telescoped. Most. of them_were 
more or Iess seriously damaged, while the line 
was (ora up for. several yards;. Fortunately,” 
both “the drivers ‘stuck: to their engines 
and so managed to escape with a few 
minor bruises and burns; the driver of the first 
engine found himself lyiog’on the paddy fields;:

Spacie Bank is adopting a wrong policy by

in Kobe was apparently rather to look after the 
claima of the. bank than to afford the assistance 
"desired. The Mitsui Bank is the holder of about 
40,000 Kanegafuchi shares. as.security” against 


advances made to Mri Mak, amounting to abont J- 


Y1,000,000, while the.Specie Bank has security 
on his fine residence, at Shimoyamate-dori, 
Kobe (near. the Ikuta temple} and-some-other 
immovables, It was found that .the property 
semaining. unsecured consisted of a. forest 
of white-willows (used7 for match-sticks) 
and .a. matchstick ‘sawmill in the Hok- 
kaido, which Mr. Mak bought from Yama: 
gata Yusaburo, the Hakodate merchant, 
who. recently. failed . and‘ absconded ° to, 
-Braril, for Y750,000, together with his ‘shares 
in the Ryosuisha (a match company of Kobe). 
These properties, it-is said, Mr. Otagiri at- 
tempted to secure for bis bank, . Mr. Kimura, 
manager of the Mitsu Bisbi Bank, Kobe, was 
thd first to protest against the action of Mr. 
Otagiri, and Mr. Uno, manager of the Mitsui 
followed, Governor Hattori also, it is 

raised a protest, declaring that the action 
f Mr. iri was not for the relief, but-rather 
for the ‘ruin of Mr, Mak. As a result, the 
‘Specie Bank altered ‘its attitude, and, Mr. 
Qtagiri returned to Yokohama. The Specie
